TWO  COINS, 

ONE  WEDDING 
by  Richard  Hanscom 


On  September  l8. 
King  Constantine 
coin  to  mark  the 


1964  Princess  Anne-Marie  of  Denmark  was  married  to 
II  of  Greece.  Each  country  issued  a commemorative 
event . 


The  Danish  coin  has  Anne-Marie  on  one  side  and  her  father,  the  late 
King  Frederik  IX  on  the  other.  How  does  one  determine  the  obverse 
on  this  two-headed  5 Kroner  piece?'  Other  Danish  marriage  coins  were 
issued  for  Princesses  Margrethe  (now  Queen  Margrethe  II)  and  Bene- 
dikte  in  1967  and  1968,  respectively. 


The  Greek  coin  has  the  joined  busts  of  Constantine  and  Anne-Marie  on 
the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  a double -headed,  crowned  eagle  and  the 
denomination  of  JO  Drachmai.  King  Constantine  was  dethroned  on  April 
21,  1967  when  a military  dictatorship  took  over  control  of  Greece's 
government. 


To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  this  is  the  only  time  that  two  countries 
commemorated  the  same  wedding  with  special  coins. 


Bruce  Smith’s  "WHAT'S  IN  A NAME?" 


FIP:  Colloquial  term  once  used  in  the  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania 

are  for  the  Spanish  l/2  Real.  The  word  comes  from  "Fippeny  Bit" 
(another  local  term);  "bit"  referring  to  the  coin,  "fippenny"  being 
a corruption  of  "four  penny". 


HAT  PIECE:  A gold  coin  introduced  in  1591  by  James  VI  of  Scotland. 

So-called  because  of  the  unusual  hat  worn  by  James  on  the  obverse 
of  the  coin.  James'  grandfather,  James  V (1513-15^3);  issued  a gold 
coin  in  which  he  appears  wearing  a bonnet.  The  coin  is  known  as  a 
Bonnet  Piece.  Speaking  of  mad-hatters,  it  was  James  Vi's  mother, 
Mary  Stuart,  who  lost  her  head  in  1587. 


FLEECE:  From  Dutch  "vlies"  meaning  "fleece".  A silver  coin  intro- 

duced by  Philip  the  Fair  ( 1482-1506)  of  the  Netherlands,  worth  3 
stuivers.  From  design  of  jewel  of  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  (1^29). 


KEEPING  IT  IN 
THE  HOBBY 

P A R T I I by  Richard  Hanscom 


HIS  IS  THE  SECOND  PART  OF  AN  ARTICLE  DEALING  WITH  COINS  THAT 
depict  or  commemorate  other  numismatic  themes.  Coins  and 
money  were  covered  in  part  one.  This  part  deals  with 
mints,  banks  and  whatever  is  left. 

Peru's  Lima  mint,  or  Casa  de  Moneda,  is  the  oldest  mint 
to  be  commemorated  on  a coin.  In  this  case  it  is  a series 
of  coins  marking  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  mint.  The 

denominations  are  5>  10  and 
25  Centavos  and  l/2  and  1 Sol 
in  brass;  20  Soles  in  silver; 
and  50  and  100  Soles  in  gold. 


All  coins  are  identical  except 
for  denomination.  The  obverse 
bears  a legend  in  Spanish  at- 
testing to  the  anniversary. 
Central  motif  is  a design  from 
early  coins  of  the  South  and 
Central  America  area  --  two 
pillars.  They  may  be  more  than 
just  pillars,  but  my  knowledge 
is  limited.  The  reverse  of 
the  coins  carry  the  coat  of 
arms  of  Peru  surrounded  by 
Banco  Central  De  Reserva  Del 
Peru.  The  denomination  is 
below  the  coat  of  arms. 


The  second  oldest  mint  to  be  commemor- 
ated is  Colombia's  Casa  De  Moneda  in 
Bogota.  Colombia  issued  a 25  Gram, 
.900  Silver,  Peso  in  1956  for  its 
200th  anniversary  (struck  at  Mexico 
City  Mint).  Weight  and  fineness  are 
on  the  reverse  of  the  coin,  separated 
by  the  denomination  "Un  Peso".  Col- 
ombia's coat  of  arms  is  the  central 
figure . 


The  obverse  center  is  dominated  by  a 
representation  of  the  massive  doorway 
of  the  minting  house  in  Bogota.  The  significance  of  the  date  "1620 
above  the  door  is  unknown  to  myself.  It  is  probably  the  date  of 
construction  of  the  building. 


II 
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The  year  1966  marked  the  Warsaw  mint ' s 200th  year.  This  anniversary 
was  marked  by  the  issuance  of  a commemorative  cupro-nickel  10  Zlotych. 

Its  design  is  identical  to  one  of  the  two  10  Zlotych  coins  issued  in 
1965  by  Poland  for  the  700th  anniversary  of  Warsaw  itself.  A statue 
with  eight  large  birds  flying  by  is  the  main  feature  on  the  obverse. 

The  differences  in  the  two  coins,  other  than  the  date,  are  minor. 

The  major  observable  difference  is  size.  The  mint  commemorative  is 
smaller,  only  28  mm.  The  mint  commemorative  has  an  inscribed  edge 
in  two  varieties: 

a)  200  Lat  Mennicy  Warszawskieg 

b)  W Dwusetna  Rocznice  Warszawskieg 

The  edge  inscription  on  the  1965  issue  translates  into  "700th  Anni- 
versary of  Warsaw". 


The  first  bank  commemorative  was  issued  for  the  Bank  of  Israel  in 
1964.  The  denomination  is  50  Pounds  and  it  was  struck  in  gold.  The 
emblem  of  the  State  of  Israel  dominates  the  center  of  the  obverse, 
with  "Israel"  in  Hebrew  below  the  emblem.  The  Hebrew  legend  at  the 
top  reads  "Fifty  Israel  lirot"  and  the  bottom  reads  "1964  Israel"  in 
both  English  and  Arabic.  The  Hebrew  date  "5725"  is  to  the  right.  A 
double  cornucopia  with  pomegranate  design  similar  to  Hasmonaean  coins 
is  in  the  upper  right  of  the  reverse.  On  the  lower  left  "Tenth  Anni- 
versary of  the  Bank  of  Israel"  in  four  lines  of  Hebrew  script 


Austria  was  next  in  1966.  A 50  Schilling 
coin  notes  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
National  Bank.  The  bank  building  is  the 
feature  of  the  obverse  with  the  legend 
"Oesterreichische  Nationalbank  1816-I9 66" 
below  the  building.  Designer  "Norz"  below. 


The  reverse  has  the  value  within  a circle 
of  ten  shields,  legend  around  "Republik 
Osterreich",  common  since  1964  for  Austria. 
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Bank  Negara  Malaysia  is  the  next  to  be 
noted.  A 1 Dollar  (or  1 Ringgit)  issue 
marks  the  10th  anniversary  of  Bank  Negara 
Malaysia's  central  bank,  in  1969.  Struck 
in  cupro-nickel,  the  dollar  bears  the 
likeness  of  Tuanku  Ismail  Nasiruddin  Shah 
on  the  obverse.  The  denomination  is 
centered  on  the  reverse  within  a wreath 
of  hibiscus,  the  national  flower.  Above 
the  denomination  is  the  national  emblem, 
a star  within  the  moon.  Bank  Negara 
Malaysia  encircles  the  rim,  with  1959- 
1969  at  the  bottom. 


Egypt  has  issued  a fairly  large  number 
of  commemorative  coins.  Their  bank 
commemorative  was  issued  in  1970-  The 
10  Piastre  coin  marks  Egypt  (Misr) 

Bank's  50th  year.  The  obverse  has  the 
building  of  the  Egypt  Bank  with  Arabic 
inscription  below,  and  a rising  sun 

and  behind.  Just  an  observation-- 
note  how  many  Egyptian  coins  have 
a rising  sunt 


The  reverse  has  the  value  at  right 
center  and  a pharaonic  bust  within 
a wreath  at  left.  "United  Arab 
Republic"  above  in  Arabic  and  the 
Gregorian  and  Mohammedan  dates 
below,  1970  and  1390. 


) 


A large  tree  in  the  center,  surrounded  by  "Banco  de  Portugal"  and 
"181+6-1971"  at  the  bottom.  That  is  the  basic  description  of  the 
obverse  of  Portugal's  commemorative  50  Escudo  issued  in  1971-  Also 
found  on  the  obverse,  in  small  letters,  is  "J.A.  MANTA/ DEL"  in  two 
lines  to  the  left  of  the  tree  trunk  and  "M.  NOETE/SOVL. " in  two 
lines  to  the  right.  These  are  the  names  of  the  engraver  and  designer. 

The  reverse  has  the  arms  of  Portugal  within  an  inner  circle  with 
”50$00"  below.  Outer  legend  reads  "Republica  Portuguesa". 

As  the  edge  inscription  attests  --  "CXXV  Anniversario  De  Banco  De 
Portugal"  — this  coin  marks  the  Bank  of  Portugal's  125th  anniversary. 
The  coin  was  struck  in  .650  silver. 
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The  latest  bank  commemorative  was  issued  by  the  Dominican  Republic. 
Dated  1972,  it  marks  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  Central  Bank  of  the 
Dominican  Republic.  This  legend,  in  Spanish,  surrounds  the  coat  of 
arms,  except  at  the  bottom  where  the  dates  19^7-1972  are  found. 

In  the  center  of  the  obverse  is  the  mint  door  of  the  Casa  de  la 
Moneda.  It  seems  ironic,  since  the  coin  was  struck  by  the  Royal 
Mint,  London.  The  rim  is  encircled  by  the  denomination,  weight 
and  date.  The  coin  is  .9OO  silver. 


Spain  is  the  only  country  to  commemorate  a Numismatic  Exposition, 
but  you  have  to  look  very  closely  to  note  it.  Start  by  finding  a 
50  Centimos  and  5 Peseta  dated  19^-9  and  a 1 Peseta  dated  19^7-  Then 
check  out  the  right  star  until  you  find  one  of  each  with  "51"  in  it. 
That's  the  actual  date.  This  may  be  a bit  difficult  since  Krause 
and  Mishler  do  not  list  a 5 Peseta  dated  1951-  Once  this  has  been 
done,  check  the  left  star  for  an  "E".  That  is  all  there  is.  Sound 
complicated?  I have  my  doubts  that  these  coins  exist.  The  Numismatic 
Exposition  was  December  2,  1951,  so  if  these  coins  do  exist,  they  are 
probably  extremely  scarce.  I would  like  more  information  on  them  if 
any  readers  of  this  article  can  furnish  it  for  me. 


In  1928  Portugal's  finances  were  in  sad 
shape.  A new  government  under  General 
Antonio  Oscar  de  Fragoso  Carmona  took 
over  in  1926,  and  he  was  elected  to  the 
presidency  in  1928.  Antonio  de  Oliveira 
Salazar  was  appointed  finance  minister 
and  given  free  run  to  end  the  problems. 


Well,  Salazar  must  have  been  successful. 
He  became  premier  in  1932  and  in  1953 
a 20  Escudo  coin  was  issued  to  mark  25 
years  of  financial  reform. 


On  the  obverse  is  a seated  woman,  por- 
ing over  the  books,  probably  trying  to 
balance  them  ( juggle? ) . Around  the  rim 
is  "Renovacao*Financeira*Ressurimento". 

The  reverse  has  a shield  typical  of 
Portuguese  coins,  flanked  by  the  denomi- 
nation "20/Esc.".  "Republica  Portuguesa" 
is  at  the  sides  along  the  rim  and  "1953" 
is  at  the  bottom. 
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The  year  i960  marked  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  Markka  currency  system  in  Finland. 
Finland  noted  this  and  issued  a commem- 
orative 1000  Markkaa  coin.  Suomen  Tasa- 
valta  surrounds  the  likeness  of  J.  V. 

Sne liman,  who  organized  the  new  monetary 
system  in  i860  when  he  was  Minister  of 
Finance.  The  date  "i960"  is  below  the 
bust  of  Snellman.  The  reverse  has  the 
denomination  within  a wreath  which  is 
encircled  by  "i860* 4/ IV- i960" . 

Over  the  span  of  100  years  the  Markka  value  had  shrunk  unbelieveably. 

By  metal  content,  the  1000  Markkaa  coin  of  i960  was  worth  only  about 
three  Markkaa  as  first  issued  by  the  Russians  in  the  l860's. 

In  1962  Finland  underwent  a 
monetary  reform.  One  new  Markka 
was  equal  to  100  old  Markkaa. 

Ten  years  have  passed  since  then 
and  on  December  10,  1972,  Fin- 
land released  a bronze  five 
Markkaa  coin  to  commemorate  the 
reform.  An  icebreaker  is  on 
the  obverse  with  "Suomi/Finland/ 
1972"  in  three  lines  beneath  it. 

The  reverse  has  the  denomination  surrounded  by  stylized  birds  in 
flight.  No  mention  of  the  reform  is  made  on  the  coin. 

This  completes  the  list  of  coins  with  numismatic  themes  that  I know 
of.  If  anyone  has  an  additions,  corrections,  criticism,  please 
write.  I never  feel  like  doing  school  work  anyway.

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A BURHANPUR  MINT  RUPEE  OF  JAHANDAR  SHAH

The  rupees  of  the  Mughul  Emperors 
who  managed  to  rule  for  a number 
of  years  are  very  common.  However, 
there  were  a number  of  rulers  who, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  were  in 
power  for  a period  of  months  to  a 
year  or  two  and,  as  might  be  expect- 
ed, their  coins  are  considerably 
scarcer. 


Jahandar  Shah  was  the  son  of  and  successor  to  Shah  'Alam  I (1707-1712 
AD).  He  ruled  for  less  than  a year  and  was  killed  in  January  of  1715 
by  his  nephew  and  successor,  Farukh-Siya.  Jahandar 's  rupees  from  the 
Burhanpur  mint  are  uncatalogued  in  the  Indian  and  British  Museum  cata- 
logues; two  are  listed  but  not  illustrated  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
coins  in  the  Punjab  Museum  at  Lahore  and  Hull  in  "Collector's  Guide 
to  Muhammadan  Coins  of  India"  gives  fragmentary  legends  of  these  coins. 
A coin  from  this  mint  in  inferior  condition  is  illustrated  in  "Cata- 
logue of  Coins  of  The  Mughul  Emperors"  by  M.  K-  Hussain. 

I have  recently  acquired  a rupee  of  Jahandar  Shah  from  the  Burhanpur 
mint  that  is  in  very  nice  condition.  The  legends  read: 


The  obverse  couplet  reads:  "Struck  coin  in  the  horizons  like  the 

sun  and  the  moon,  the  victorious  Jahandar  Shah,  Father  of  Victory". 
The  reverse  is  the  standard  Mughul  formula  with  the  mint  name  at  the 
bottom.  The  mint  epithet  "Dar-s-Surur"  (Seat  of  the  Sovereign)  is 
in  the  middle  line  and,  if  the  mint  name  is  illegible,  serves  to 
identify  the  place  of  minting. 


During  the  19th  century,  the  two  mints  in  Peking  produced  together 
over  one  billion  (1,000,000,000)  coins  a year.  All  these  coins  were 
made  by  hand,  without  the  aid  of  any  machinery.  Each  coin  was  filed 
and  polished  by  hand.

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THE  FEARLESS  WIVES  OF  CRAILSHEIM

Anno  Domini  1379;  during  the  reign  of  Emperor  Wenceslas,  King  of 
Germany  and  Bohemia,  the  imperial  cities  of  Hall,  Rothenburg  and 
Dinkelsbuhl  declared  war  on  the  dowager  countess  Anna  of  Hohenlohe, 
and  six  months  later  in  October  1379;  siege  was  laid  on  the  city  of 
Crailsheim  in  Wurttembergian  Franconia.  The  enemy  had  beleagured 
Crailsheim  for  many  months  when,  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday  before 
Esto  Mihi,  February  1380,  the  defenders  who  were  manning  the  city 
walls  were  given  by  their  womenfolk  the  traditional  alamanic  pastry 
called  "Horaffe",  in  order  to  keep  their  spirits  high.  The  women 
also  helped  in  other  way  to  defend  their  city.  They  dragged  rocks, 
boiling  water,  and  other  effective  defense  weapons  up  the  wall  to 
hurl  them  against  the  enemy  when  he  made  preparations  to  storm  the 
city. 

At  the  height  of  battle  bread  baskets  filled  with  Horaffen  were,  in 
the  heat  of  the  fight,  thrown  over  the  walls  too.  Also,  according 
to  legend,  the  burgomaster's  wife,  a lady  of  huge  dimensions,  betook 
herself  to  the  top  of  the  wall,  and  offered  the  enemy  a view  of  that 
part  of  her  body  where  the  back  begins  to  lose  its  good  name.  When 
the  enemy  realized  such  fine  physical  condition  after  a long  siege, 
he  decided  that  the  apparently  splendid  food  situation  in  encircled 
Crailsheim  rendered  futile  any  further  efforts  to  starve  the  city 
into  surrender,  and  the  soldiery  of  the  imperial  cities  withdrew  in 
dismay  and  anger. 

In  1918-1920  Crailsheim  issued  Notgeld  in  iron  and  zinc,  as  well  as 
emergency  notes  (1923)  depicting  this  episode,  and  showing  two  shields; 
to  the  left,  the  city  coat  of  arms,  to  the  right  a shield  with  a "W" 
which  is  said  to  represent  a Horaffe.  Incidentally,  this  pastry  is 
still  baked  in  Crailsheim,  and  the  Wednesday  before  Esto  Mihi  is 
observed  as  a municipal  holiday.  The  iron  coins  of  1918  are  in  de- 
nominations of  5;  10  and  50  pfennig;  the  zinc  issues  of  1920  are  10 
and  50  pfennig;  all  are  octagonal.  The  notes,  issued  in  September, 
1923,  reflect  the  extent  of  German  inflation.  Their  values  are  in 
millions  and  milliards  of  marks  (l  milliard  equals  1 billion  in  U.S.). 
The  following  descriptive  poem  below  flanks  the  illustration,  which 
is  captioned  "Siege  of  Crailsheim  1379/80": 

The  backend  of  the  mayoress 
Proved  to  the  enemy's  distress 
That  all  his  efforts  were  in  vain, 

There  was  no  trace  of  hunger  pain. 

Deceived  by  women,  brave  and  cunning. 

The  enemy  then  started  running 
With  murd'rous  weapons  on  their  path. 

Shouting  "Horaffen"  back  in  wrath. 

What  first  a foe ' s invective  was 
An  honor  name  became  to  us. 

This  episode  was  recorded  by  Chronicler  Wilhelm  Frank,  and  related  to 
the  writer  by  Herr  Schlect,  city  official  of  Crailsheim.

HYDERABAD  DATE  LISTING 


by  Richard  K.  Bright 


Some  time  ago  Holland  Wallace,  of  Whitman  Publishing  Company,  and  I 
interested  ourselves  in  a date  and  regnal  year  listing  for  Hyderabad 
coins,  particularly  the  machine  struck  ones  of  Mir  Mahbub  and  Mir 
Osman.  Holland  made  up  the  original  list  and  since  then  I have  been 
adding  certain  dates  that  I leam about. 

At  my  request,  the  editor  of  this  bulletin  asked  the  members  of 
Numismatics  International  to  send  me  a list  of  these  coins  in  their 
collections.  Unfortunately,  this  request  met  with  poor  response.  I 
feel  that  most  collectors,  particularly  non-specialists,  believe  that 
the  Hyderabad  coins  they  have  are  unremarkable,  datewise,  and  there- 
fore didn't  think  it  necessary  or  important  enough  to  let  me  know 
what  they  had  in  their  collections.  This  is,  more  often  than  might 
be  supposed,  not  the  case,  especially  in  such  an  unresearched  area 
as  Hyderabad.  Most  of  the  members  that  responded  were  able  to  add 
at  least  one  new  date  to  the  original  list.  Any  one  of  you  might  be 
able  to  add  some  additional  facts. 

As  an  example,  some  years  ago,  in  a way  I've  forgotten,  I obtained  a 
one  anna  dated  AH  lj6l  and  struck  in  copper-nickel  (Y-29).  At  the 
time  I realized  that  this  date  was  listed  in  Yeoman  only  for  the  later 
coin  of  the  same  design,  but  in  bronze  (Y-42).  I neglected  to  do 
anything  about  it.  When  I started  this  study  I remembered  it,  but 
as  a result,  this  date  is  still  unlisted  in  the  latest  edition  of 
Yeoman  for  Y-29- 

As  another  example,  one  of  the  members  in  examining  his  coins  to 
answer  my  query  learned  that  a coin  he  had  thought  to  be  a 2 pai  of 
the  type  Y-l6  dated  AH  1329;  a known  date  and  common,  was  actually  a 
new  date  of  the  following  ruler,  Mir  Osman,  and  of  the  type  Y-B27- 
He  could  tell  this  because  the  regnal  year  was  "1"  instead  of  "hV 
and  the  ruler's  initial  in  the  toughra  was  the  partial  'ain'  of  the 
first  coins  of  Mir  Osman. 

On  the  machine  struck  coins  of  Hyderabad,  the  AH  dates  are  on  the 
obverse  and  though  the  digits  are  small,  probably  most  collectors  are 
aware  of  them.  On  all  coins  except  the  one  annas,  Y-28,  29  and  k2, 
regnal  years  are  on  the  reverse.  The  small  digits  are  tucked  away  in 
the  extensive  margin  legends  so  that  they  have  been  unnoticeable  to 
most.  On  the  gold  they  are  slightly  below  the  9:00  position,  halfway 
between  the  inside  and  the  outside  edges  of  the  margin  legend.  On 
silver  and  copper  coins  they  are  at  the  6:30  position  directly  adjac- 
ent to  and  below  the  inner  circle. 

The  AH  1305  rupee  and  the  coppers  of  AH  1312  and  1316  were  in  circul- 
ation a very  short  time  before  being  recalled.  Tarapore  believed 
that  the  AH  1312  coppers  may  have  been  fraudently  silver  plated  to 
pass  as  fractional  rupees  even  though  their  denominations  are  stated 
on  the  coins.  The  AH  1316  coppers  are  slightly  smaller  but  apparently 
also  thought  to  be  unsafe.  The  AH  1307  rupee  was  probably  a pattern. 
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AH  1507  Rupee  AH  1305  Rupee  AH  13 l6  l/2  Anna 

A new  gold  type,  namely  the  partial  'ain'  of  Mir  Osman  of  AH  1330  was 
learned  of  for  the  first  time.  The  date  range  of  three  of  the  four  re- 
corded gold  types  of  this  ruler  has  been  extended.  The  half  mohur  of 
AH  1324  is  so  far  known  only  in  silver  and  is  probably  a pattern  or 
presentation  piece. 

There  has  been  a singular  lack  of  agreement  in  the  writings  on  the 
first  machine  struck  coins.  Tarapore  describes  the  AH  1305  rupee  as 
the  first  and  Kaus  agrees  but  thinks  it  strange  that  H.C.H.  Armstead 
in  "The  Story  of  Hyderabad  Coinage"  in  the  Indian  States  Forces  Annual 
for  19^3  and  Faramji  K.  Viccaji  in  "Notes  on  the  Handminting  of  the 
Coins  of  India"  state  that  the  first  machine  struck  Hyderabad  coins 
were  minted  in  AH  1312.  The  former  was  an  ex-mintmaster  and  the  latter 
an  ex-assistant  mintmaster  at  Hyderabad.  Mr.  Kaus  has  a copper  proof 
of  the  AH  1305  rupee.  Then  in  the  July,  1970  issue  of  The  Numismatist, 
P.  B.  Chenoy,  another  former  mintmaster,  says  that  the  first  coins  to 
be  machine  struck  were  the  issues  of  AH  1312.  It  seems  strange  that 
so  many  former  mint  officials  wouldn't  have  the  correct  facts  yet  the 
evidence  of  the  coins  says  differently. 

It  appears  that  contrary  to  the  values  given  in  Yeoman,  the  one  pai, 
Y-15  and  Y-2 6,  are  considerably  scarcer  than  the  corresponding  two  pai, 
Y-l6  and  Y-27-  I had  hoped  to  be  able  to  come  to  some  conclusions 
about  the  relative  scarcity  of  dates  but  the  limited  response  prevents 
me  from  doing  so.  For  this  reason,  I again  urge  those  who  have  not 
already  done  so,  to  let  me  know  what  they  have. 

In  the  following  list,  a dot  instead  of  a number  indicates  that  the  AH 
date  is  known  but  not  the  regnal  year.

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SOME  OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE 


AVAILABILITY  AND  CONDITION  OF 
PURE  NICKEL  COINAGE  (1881  to1960) 

by  John  Hunter 


Abstract:  Many  countries  have  struck,  or  have  had  coins  struck  for 

them,  in  pure  nickel.  Some  of  this  coinage,  struck  from  l88l  to 
about  i960  appears  in  quantities  commensurate  with  mintage  figures  and 
is  in  normal  and  average  condition.  However,  special  characteristics, 
both  on  availability  and  condition,  apply  to  pure  nickel  coins  of 
many  countries  during  this  span  of  time.  The  following  short  survey 
reports  these  special  characteristics. 


The  20  Rappen  coin  of  Switzerland,  minted  in  l88l  (mintage  1,000,000) 
was  noteworthy  as  the  first  "pure  nickel  coin".  Since  then,  many 
countries  of  the  world  have  struck,  or  have  had  struck  for  them,  coins 
in  pure  nickel. 

The  following  short  survey  will  be  limited  to  coins  struck  during  the 
period  from  l88l  to  about  i960.  Nickel  coins  struck  subsequently 
have  not  been  included.  Their  excellent  wearing  properties  cause 
them  to  be  in  superior  condition  and,  for  the  most  part,  still  in 
circulation,  and  in  proportion  to  mintage  figures. 

The  pure  nickel  coinage  struck  between  l88l  and  i960  can  be  found  in 
expected  quantity  in  relation  to  mintage  figures,  with  condition 
normal  and  average,  for  more  than  half  of  the  countries  involved. 

These  are:  Albania,  Angola,  Argentina,  Austria,  Bhutan,  Burma, 

Canada,  Ethiopia,  Greece,  Hong  Kong,  Hungary,  Iraq,  Japan,  Latvia, 
Lebanon,  Luxemburg,  Montenegro,  Morocco,  Netherlands,  Pakistan, 

Poland,  Spain  and  Switzerland. 

Of  the  remainder,  brief  special  remarks  are  appropriate  concerning 
each  country. 

Belgium,  on  the  whole,  represents  normal  conditions,  except  that 
coins  such  as  the  5 Francs,  1939>  French,  Y46,  have  never  been  listed 
as  official  strikes.  Nevertheless,  they  are  found,  now  and  then,  in 
circulated  condition. 

The  5;  1°  and  20  Fen,  year  27  and  28,  (1938,  1939),  Y348,  Y3^9,  and 
Y350  of  China  are  somewhat  difficult  to  identify  by  mint,  since  the 
coins  were  struck  at  Shanghai,  and  then  on  the  retreat  before  the 
Japanese  at  Wuchang,  Chengtu,  Kweilin  and  Chungking.  There  seem  to 
be  some  minor  distinctions  between  the  various  dies  used.  Addition- 
ally, the  year  25  (1936)  coins  with  an  "A"  mintmark  were  struck  at 
Vienna,  Austria. 

Czechoslovakian  pure  nickel  coinage  is  normal,  except  for  the  pre- 
sumably never-released  5 Korun  (Y10)  of  1937*

the  Canadian  Olympic  coins,  the  geographic  series  of  four  different  ■ 
designs.  There  will,  of  course,  be  a great  many  more  coramems  from 
Canada  - and  from  other  countries  also.  Austria,  for  instance,  has 
announced  that  it  will  issue  five  commemoratives  this  year  instead 
of  the  usual  three:  there  will  be  two  25  Schillings  and  three  50 

Shillings. 

Coins  listed  this  month  have  been  ordered  in  advance  and  are  avail- 
able in  quantity;  this  is  a goal  we  will  be  aiming  for  each  month 
this  year.  The  India  10  and  20  Rupees  listed  in  December  are  being 
listed  again.  These  are  extremely  impressive  specimens:  they  are 

large  silver  crowns  with  beautiful  mirror  surfaces,  and  they  are  FAO 
commemoratives . 

We  are  also  offering  some  books  of  interest,  including  a couple  of 
recent  issues  and  an  NI  reprint  of  a work  not  generally  available, 

H.  L.  Rabine  di  Bargomale's  Coins , Medals , and  Seals  of  the  Shahs  of 
I ran . One  book  listed  early  in  1973^  the  J ap anese  Invasion  Money, 
is  available  again.  We  had  to  refund  on  several  orders  before,  Dut 
we  have  copies  available  now.  Members  who  were  disappointed  before 
should  re-order  at  this  time. 

Heavy  Christmas  mails  have  undoubtedly  been  the  cause  for  the  unusual 
lelay  in  our  receiving  shipments.  However,  we  do  expect  to  have  al- 
most all  1973  orders  filled  in  the  very  near  future. 

We  regret  the  confusion  in  the  instructions  for  the  mail  bid  sale. 
Having  to  frequently  communicate  by  mail  and  by  long  distance  phoning 
resulted  in  the  wrong  page  of  instructions  being  sent  to  the  printer.

In  the  U.S.A.  the  5 cents/ 25  Bit  1905  coin  of  the  Danish  West  Indies, 
struck  at  Philadelphia,  are  in  more  abundant  supply  than  their  mintage 
(199, l6l)  would  suggest.  Their  condition  is  average. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  pure  nickel  coins  of  Danzig  are  a bit  scarcer 
than  both  their  mintage  and  use  would  suggest,  but  still  close  to 
normal. 

The  Ecuadorian  nickel  coins,  with  one  exception,  are  found  in  average 
numbers  and  condition  in  relation  to  mintage  figures.  The  exception 
is  the  2-l/2  centavos  of  1928  (y45).  Although  4,000,000  pieces  were 
struck  at  Philadelphia,  this  scarce  coin  is  seldom  found  in  average 
collections,  on  sales  lists,  or  in  coin  shops. 

The  French  nickel  coins,  with  two  exceptions,  are  found  in  average 
numbers  and  condition  in  relation  to  their  mintage  and  use.  Both 
the  5 Franc  coins  of  1937  (y84;  v.G-5444)  and  of  1938  (y84;  V.G.5V71) 
are  scarce;  the  1937  one  could  be  considered  rare. 

There  may  be  minor  differences  between  the  10  centime  194-0  (Y2l)  coins 
of  French  Indo-China  struck  at  Paris  (235;  000 ) and  those  struck  in 
San  Francisco  (25,270,000). 

Germany's  pure  nickel  coinage  is  altogether  a puzzle.  Although  min- 
tages are  known,  the  fact  that  many  of  these  coins  were  melted  for 
strategic  reasons  in  wartime  makes  the  coins  relative  availability 
completely  unrelated  to  mintages.  The  50  Reichspfennig  1933D  (Y43; 
J324)  and  the  1 Reichsmark  1939B  and  E (Y8l;  J354),  actually  minted 
in  fairly  large  numbers,  are  rarities  today,  since  most  of  them  went 
into  the  meltingpot.  Condition  of  available  Gennan  coins  is  average 
or  better. 

Hejaz,  counterstamped  on  Turkish  coinage,  is  fairly  common,  except  for 
c/s  on  5 Para  (Y43)  coins.  Data  on  quantities  counterstamped  is  un- 
available. 

Hyderabad  is  average,  except  that  coins  such  as  l/2  Rupee  194-9  (Y46) 
are  occasionally  reported,  but  have  not  been  verified. 

The  pure  nickel  coinage  of  India  presents  some  difficulties.  Govern- 
ment regulations  forbid  the  export  of  these  coins.  Mintage  figures 
are  ambiguous,  and  little  information  exists  on  the  availability  of 
coins  struck  at  the  various  Indian  mints. 

Although  Italy's  nickel  coins  are  available  in  average  numbers,  con- 
dition is  frequently  either  above  or  below  average.  This  is  especial- 
ly the  case  with  the  50  centesimi,  1 Lira  and  2 Lire  coins  (Y64,  64a, 
65  and  66). 

The  Mexican  5 centavo  1905-1914  (Y3l)  pure  nickel  coins  occurs  in 
quantities  relative  to  mintage  figures.  However,  the  condition  is 
frequently  far  poorer  than  that  of  pure  nickel  coins  in  any  other 
area  of  the  world.  The  reason  for  this  situation  is  not  apparent, 
for  use  alone  does  not  seem  to  explain  the  corrosion  and  deep  pitting 
frequently  encountered  in  Mexican  nickel  coinage. 

Although  Romanian  nickel  coins  are  generally  found  in  above  average 
condition,  they  are  not  found  in  numbers  commensurate  with  the  mint- 
age figues.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

The  Early  Coins  of  the  Chou  Dynasty,  Vol.  2 of  the  Encyclopedia  of 
Chinese  Coins,  by  Arthur  Braddan  Code,  Quarterman  Publications,  Inc. 
Boston,  1975;  557  PP*  illus.  $20.00; 

Certainly  the  subject  matter  of  this  book  will  have  limited  appeal. 

It  covers  the  earliest  Chinese  coins.  For  the  most  part,  it  deals 
with  the  pu  or  spade  or  hoe  type  coins.  These  are  coins  which  are 
not  seen  very  often  today.  However,  any  collector  of  East  Asian  cast 
coinage  should  make  an  endeavour  to  buy  this  book,  for  it  is  the  second 
in  a series  of  volumes  which  will  cover  all  of  the  Chinese  cast  coin- 
age and  the  complete  set  will  comprise  a very  rich  catalog  of  these 
coins.  This  series  of  books  will  bring  together  into  one  reference 
the  majority  of  all  of  the  Chinese  coins  published  in  other  works. 
Eastern  as  well  as  Western  books.  The  illustrations  are  taken  from 
all  sorts  of  reference  catalogs  in  all  languages. 

This  second  volume  contains  1, 5l6  coins,  each  of  which  have  a refer- 
ence number  indicating  which  other  book  it  was  published.  These 
reference  numbers  are  geared  to  Volume  I which  was  the  Bibliography 
and  coin  index.  The  book  begins  with  a listing  of  representative 
cowrie-money  (pei)  and  their  imitations  in  a variety  of  materials 
and  progresses  through  "ant"  and  "nose"  coins  to  the  hollow-handled 
spade  coins  and  the  thick-and-heavy  spade  coins.  Each  coin  is  number- 
ed consecutively. 

Rev.  Code  has  studied  Chinese  coins  for  a very  full  lifetime.  This 
magnus  opus  when  it  is  completed  will  serve  as  a standard  reference 
on  Chinese  coins  for  all  time.

This  monsterous  and  yet  attractive  book  is  probably  the  most  scholarly 
to  appear  in  this  century.  The  text  is,  of  course,  in  Chinese,  but 
the  photographs  are  self  explanatory  and  the  numerous  tables  and 
charts  are  easy  to  follow.  The  text  is  footnoted  with  references  to 
both  Chinese  and  Western  works.  Eduard  Kann's  works  are  frequently 
mentioned,  for  example.  The  book  is  heavy  stuff  and  not  recommended 
for  those  unfamiliar  with  Chinese.

Illustrate^  Catalogue  of  Chinse  Coins  (1974  Edition),  by  T.  K-  Su, 

512  pp.,  paperback^  $2.25  US-  (Available  through  Nl) ; 

Back  in  March  1975  when  I reviewed  the  1972  edition  of  the  Su  book,  I 
received  numerous  inquiries  from  dealers  and  collectors  concerning 
its  availability  and  accuracy.  I decided  therefore  to  expand  my 
review  of  the  1974  edition,  which  I received  in  October. 
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The  most  exciting  thing  about  the  new  Su  is  that  he  has  included 
copper  coins  as  well  as  gold,  silver,  nickel  and  aluminum.  Neither 
has  he  skimped  any  in  his  listing  of  copper  coins,  for  nearly  all 
the  major  varieties  and  dates  are  listed  and  priced,  and  in  addition, 
there  are  many  copper  coins  listed  that  many  people  never  knew  existed. 
Some  of  these  I have  never  seen  or  hear  of  and  I will  withhold  judg- 
ment until  I've  had  time  to  study  them;  others  I've  known  of  and  am 
glad  to  see  them  listed. 

As  for  the  accuracy  of  the  pricing,  the  gold  and  silver  coins  are 
priced  very  accurately,  and  give  an  excellent  indication  of  what  has 
happened  to  the  oriental  field.  On  the  other  hand,  the  prices  on  the 
copper  coins  are  in  many  cases  far  below  current  market  values,  at 
least  in  this  country.  There  are  many  coins  that  I would  love  to 
buy  at  the  prices  listed.  Apparently,  so  much  attention  is  being 
paid  to  gold  and  silver  coins  in  the  Far  East,  that  copper  coins  have 
been  ignored. 

All  in  all  though,  the  book  is  excellent  and  shamefully  inexpensive. 
All  the  countries  and  places  in  the  1972  Edition  are  included:  China, 

both  Empire  and  Republic;  Sinkiang  (Turkestan);  Mongolia;  Tibet; 
Manchukuo  and  all  the  other  Japanese  Puppet  States;  Kiauchau;  and 
Formosa.  Lacking  however,  are  all  the  Chinese  Soviet  issues,  all 
the  issues  of  the  Peoples  Republic  (Mainland  China),  and  much  of  the 
post  19^9  Tiawan  issues,  though  this  is  probably  an  oversight.  At 
the  price,  I heartily  recommend  it  to  anyone  who  collects  Chinese 
coins.

This  book  covers  copper  coins  from  the  ancient  knife  and  spade  coins 
through  the  early  Republic.  It  is  a general  work,  comparable  to 
Schjoth's  Chinese  Currency,  but  the  illustrations  are  infinitely 
better,  being  rubbings  rather  than  hand  drawings.  In  addition,  there 
are  tables  and  maps  giving  mints,  denominations,  areas  of  circulation, 
etc.  The  biggest  value  of  this  book  to  those  who  cannot  read  Chinese, 
is  the  price  guide  at  the  end  of  the  book.  The  prices  are  more 
realistic  than  those  in  Schjoth  or  those  presently  asked  by  many 
dealers.  For  example,  take  Schjoth  5^+5  and  5b6  which  are  priced  at 
•75  cents  each  in  Schjoth.  Today,  one  dealer  asks  $3*75  for  the 
first,  and  another  dealer  asks  $1.00  for  the  second.  In  Tsai  they 
are  priced  at  .56  cents  and  $220.00  respectively;  thus  number  5^5  is 
way  overpriced  and  ^h6  is  greatly  underpriced  by  US  dealers.  This  is 
typical  of  US  dealers  today.  In  all,  the  book  is  worthwhile  for  all 
serious  collectors  of  Chinese  cash  coins.

SOME  OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  AVAILABILITY  AND  CONDITION  OF  PURE  NICKEL 
COINAGE  (1881  to  I960)  --(Continued  from  page  21) 

Additional  research  is  needed  to  identify  Siam's  pure  nickel  coins  by 
mint.  Brussels,  Birmingham  and  Bangkok  dies  and  their  differences 
have  to  be  distinguished.  Siamese  coins  are  found  in  average  numbers 
and  condition,  with  a few  exceptions,  such  as  the  5 Satang,  RS  127 
(1908)  (Y36)  and  year  BE  2456  (1913)  and  the  10  Satang  BE  2456  (1913) 
(Y37).  These  are  scarce. 

Turkey's  pure  nickel  coinage  is  average,  with  the  exception  of  the 
5 Para  1327,  year  7,  Reshat  (1915)  (Y43)  and  the  5 Para  1327,  year  7, 
el  Ghazi  (Y43a)  about  which  there  is  little  information  available. 

In  fact,  the  Turkish  mint  claims  a mintage  of  2,512,000  pieces  for 
the  5 Para  1327,  year  7,  Reshat.  However,  this  coins  appears  to  be 
far  scarcer  than  the  5 Para  1327,  year  7,  el  Ghazi,  for  which  the 
same  source  gives  a mintage  figure  of  741,009,  butvhich  turns  up  more 
frequently. 

Vatican  pure  nickel  coinage  is  found  in  normal  quantities  and  in 
expected  condition,  which  is  superior.  This  is  largely  because  of 
the  fact  that  it  is  souvenir  coinage. 

(Ed.  note:  John  Hunter,  author  of  Pure  Nickel  Coins  of  the  World
